BULL MARKET 
MANIFEST IN FISH 


Firming demand was manifest in virtually all markets for Pacific fish-in the late summer pe- 


riod preceding presstime of this issue of PF. 


A seller's market was proclaimed in every category save fish oil and meal. 


Five general reasons can be ascribed for the sudden summer swing into a bull market for 


food fish: 


War-scare buving all along the line from the wholesaler to the housewife. 


Basic inflation, emphasized by accelerated federal spending. 


Fantastic meat prices, which made peak prices for fish seem cheap in comparison. 


Scant-to-moderate supply in some items, plus uncer tainty as to those still in production. 


Tapering-down of imports, evidently as result of buying activities of world-traders. 


Salmon-- 


Alaska Reds, in definitely short supply, opened at $29 
and found active movement at that figure. By mid- 
August, before the Southeast Alaska Pink fishing opened, 
Pinks had sold in Seattle at $24 

The Puget Sound Sockeye and Alaska Pink packs 
were still to be made. Prices were unnamed 

Buying competition became so keen on the Columbia 
River that packers voluntarily advanced the buying 
price of early Chinooks from 20.5¢ to 25c, and made the 
price retroactive from Aug. 10 to the first of the season 


Halibut-- 


Although the 1950 pack of frozen halibut was the 
largest in history, and put up at the highest cost, sum- 
mer movement was unprecedented, with buyers report- 
ing that the goods were going into consumption readily 
as a high-class substitute for sky-priced meats 


Oysters-- 
@ 
Pacific canned oysters were advanced $2 per case by 


the principal producer in the late summer, and the en- 
tire visible supply was sold out in a matter of hours 


Tuna-- 


Despite the fact that the California pack to mid- 
August was far ahead of any previous year to that time, 
the market demand had firmed up and sales were again 
running ahead of the ticker 

Albacore buying prices were raised voluntarily to 
$400 per ton as Japanese import offerings eased

Sardines-- 

August opening of the new season in California found 
no carryover of any sort, and interest in new pack sharp 
as a tack. Production to presstime had been nominal 

There was no Pacific Northwest pilchard production, 
and British Columbia pilchard scouts found nothing 


Crab-- 

Despite the fact that canned crab advanced to $25 per 
case, none was being canned in the late summer, as the 
$1.15-$1.35 per lb. price on fresh-picked crabmeat made 
it economically impossible to can crab. It takes 23 Ibs 
of crabmeat for a case of crab. In the fresh market that 
amount of crabmeat was commanding about $27

While predictions are always dan- 
gerous in the tuna industry, it was

that last vear’s total production 


would be reached by the end of 
September. Last year August pro- 
duc ed 737,575 cases; September 878 
784 cases 

Thus, at the end of September this 
year, provided the same pace is 
maintained, the industry at San Die- 
go and San Pedro will have reached 
approximately 6,300,000 against the 
total for 1949, 6,400,140 cases 

July was one of the greatest ton 
nage months in history, 25,028 tons 
landed and 1,197,217 cases packed 
Several reasons were attributed: 
the clipper fleet was practically un- 


restricted in sailings: purse seine 
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fleet had done much better this 
year; the early Albacore run was 
the largest ever known. 

A glance at the Albacore picture: 
At the end of July Albacore was 
2,500 tons ahead of 1949—9,907 tons 
That could eas- 
ily change, however, because during 
August the Longfin run 
signs of weakening, whereas during 
the latter part of 1949 Albacore ton- 
nage continued strong, 10,359 tons 
being unloaded to the end of Sep- 
tember, and important tonnage after 
that.

West and Central Alaska 
Salmon Packs are Scant 


Salmon production in Alaska to 
the opening of the Southeast Alas- 
ka fishery followed closely the pat- 
tern of the previous year 

With Western and Central Alaska 
operations closed, so far as any 
production of importance was con- 
cerned, the territory’s yield at the 
Southeast Alaska opening showed 
amazingly little departure from 1949. 

Moreover, this similarity extend- 
ed throughout the several species 
There was a moderate increase in 
the yield of Reds to that date, and 
this accounted for virtually all of 
the 100,000-scant cases by which the 
1950 pack was running ahead of the 
season before. 

Closing of the Central Alaska re- 
gion found Prince William Sound 
and Kodiak productions particular- 
ly disappointing among the major 
divisions. 

Consistent Cook Inlet held close 
to the established pattern, and the 
South Peninsula yield was of course 
substantially ahead as result of the 
heavy early-season fishing 

At presstime nothing could be 
written regarding the Southeast 
Alaska fishing which could be 
counted on to hold up under late: 
developments 


Efforts to secure early opening of 
the northern portion of the region 
fell flat when no convincing show- 
ing could be made that there was a 
general early run of salmon 

The exception to this was in the 
case of a_ substantial pre-season 
showing of fine Chums in the 
Chatham Strait section, notably Te- 
nakee; but official ears were deaf to 
talk of opening 

Prince William Sound 
felt that delay in the opening of the 
season until July 24, a full fortnight 
beyond what has been customary 
practice in the past, missed an early 
run of Pinks from which a moderate 
pack might have been taken without 
damage 

One of the leading operators in

Extraordinary Promise 
Marks Early B.C. Season 


As the British Columbia salmon 
season advanced optimism strength- 


ened. Records of the past decade 
showed no year had started with 
such promise as 1950 

At the week ending August 5 the 
total pack of all salmon in British 
Columbia was 550,319! cases, a gain 
of more than 161,000 cases in a week 
In the past 10 years, the nearest to 
1945, when the 
pack at August 4 was 507,266 cases 
There was a pack of 499,330 cases 
at August 7, 1948, and in 1941 of 
473,092 cases. 

Although the Sockeye catch in the 
Skeena district was disappointing, 


that total was in 


the Sockeye picture generally was 
favorable, with an early total well 
ahead of that of any recent year to 
presstime.

Canadian fishing opened coinci- 
dentally with that on the American 
side this season, and during the 
early part of the season the Cana- 
dians took about 30°; more fish than 
the Americans 

Both fleets, however, in the early 
part of the season day after day took 
consistently more fish than they had 
recorded in even days of the last 
four years. As a matter of fact, the 
lowest day's catch in that early pe- 
riod of the 1950 season was better 
than the best in the equivalent pe- 
riod during the four previous years 


Early Signs Augur Well 


Most of the early catch of Fraser 
Sockeyes was from the Birkenhead 
and Stellako Adams 
River run, which was scheduled to

be the dominant element in. this 
year’s fishing, was not expected by 
the biologists until after presstime 
for this issue 
Surprising numbers of “jack” 
Sockeyes were noted in the early 
August catches. These male fish us- 
ually mature a year ahead of their 
normal cycle, and large numbers of 
such “jacks” — properly “grilse” 
are usually counted to be a forecast 
of a good run the following years 
(Incidentally, fishermen in 1949 re- 
ported that large numbers of these 
precocious Soc keves were observed 
through the season.) 
Gear Concentration Heavy 
There is an extraordinary concen- 
tration of gear in the Puget Sound- 
Strait of 


Georgia waters through 


which the Fraser Sockeyes pass. An- 
ticipation of a good run in this dom- 
inant year of the cycle has brought 
unprecedented numbers of vessels 
into the fishery on both sides of the 
boundary. 

Canadian gillnet fishermen hoped 
to make a good showing this year 
because, for the first time in eight 
years, the so-called “Sloan line” 
would not be moved. This means 
that the mouth of the Fraser will be 
open exclusively to the gillnetters, 
as was recommended by Chief Jus- 


tice Gordon Sloan in his report in 
1942. In intervening years, at first 
in order to insure an adequate pack 
for the United Kingdom during the 
war, orders-in-council were passed 
at Ottawa marking the boundaries 
and opening up a wedge-shaped 
area of the Gulf of Georgia for 
purse seiners. 

The gillnetters claimed that this 
provision enabled the purse seiners 
“to skim the cream from the crop” 
before the Sockeyes reached the 
waters open to gillnetters. 


Mid-Season Retroactive Tilt 


Given Columbia 


A combination of circumstances 
involving scarcity, competition, qual- 
ity and demand in August pro- 
duced a voluntary advance of major 
proportions in the price paid Co- 
lumbia River fishermen for Chi- 
nooks 

Moreover, the advance was made 
retroactive to the start of the season. 

This striking shift in pricing and 
cost become effective Aug. 10, the

The 17'2c price which was to go

Demand — The war-buying wave, 
plus below-expectations supply of 
salmon of the better grades, put the 
scant stocks of Columbia River 
goods under the keenest kind of de- 
mand, which whittled away inven- 
tories rapidly. 

With the increase in buying price, 
most Columbia River packers with- 
drew from the market temporarily 
until costs could be calculated and 
the results of the Puget Sound Sock- 
eye fishing more closely appraised

WHERE THE SHRIMP COME FROM 


This map, by Artist Wallace F. Hamilton, shows the present extent of the Mexican Pacific Shrimp 
Fishery. Shaded lines are the known shrimp areas. Four years ago, when PACIFIC FISHERMAN 
published the “Pacific Fisheries of Mexico”, the map at that time showed shrimp fishing only from 
Guaymas to a point some 75 north of Mazatlan. 

Two seasons ago, shrimp was discovered in quantity almost at the mouth of the Colorado River, 
and on both sides of the Gulf of California in practically a straight line across from San Felipe to 
Rocky Point. Most of the fresh shrimp shipped in ice to Southern California, now comes from this 
area. 

At the same time, the southern limits were extended south to San Blas, where in the vast network 
of bays and esteros and in shallow offshore waters, has developed one of the most important 
producing areas. 

For the 1950-51 season, the industry will have yet another fishing area, this one extending south 
from the Gulf of Tehauntepec to Guatamala, a distance of some 300 miles. 

No shrimp beds are indicated along Lower California’s eastern shore, although there is a shrimp 
freezer located at Santa Rosalia, because of a deep, rocky coastline. Along the east side of the gulf 
there is a necklace of huge bays, very shallow, whose sandy bottoms are being constantly replen- 
ished with shrimp food from rivers and shore washings. 

From Guaymas north to Rocky Point—Puerto Penasco—there are no known shrimp beds, but 
south of Guaymas to the Panama Canal, on the west coast, shrimp are found, and more fishing

A typical procedure for handling 
the 5-lb. pack from trawler to rail- 
road car, with some variations, into 
individual plants, is as follows: 

Shrimp carried in crushed ice in 
the hold of a trawler is unloaded in 
wicker baskets and passed to the 
dock where they are washed to free 
the ice and then weighed 

The shellfish, if not to be packed 
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Deft, intelligent, white uniformed women packing 12-0z. consumer cartons of shrimp at Pesquera E Industrializadora, 
Guaymas. On this line, shrimp is graded and sent by gravity to the packers’ side, falling into size bins. Thus each packer 
is handling definite counts. Between the divided table is a moving belt to carry off culls 


immediately, are placed in boxes 
with layers of ice and placed in cold 
storage. Ready - to - be - packed 
shrimp are washed again and us- 
ually placed on a metal screen con- 
veyor, draining enroute to the pack- 
ing room. Girls then expertly grade 
the shrimp as to size and pack in 
stainless steel trays. Paid by piece- 
work, the packers learn to distin- 
guish grades quickly. The headed 
shrimp are placed in the trays in 
orderly rows and two layers deep 
The trays then are moved to the 
weighing table, where inspectors 
representing both the packers and 
distributors make one of the series 
of examinations that follow the 
shrimp from trawler hold to rail- 
road car or motor transport 

With a screen over the tray, an 
operator washes it thoroughly in 
cold water and reverses it to drain 
It is then passed to another opera- 
tor, who pours a measured amount 
of pure water into it for glazing 
The trays are covered and_ then 
stacked in a slotted freezer truck 
about 210 trays. Freezing requires 
about 16 hours at a temperature of 
minus 20 to 30 degrees F 

Taken from freezer, the tray is 
uncovered and a workman dips it 
in fresh water to release the frozen

Most 
important of all, motherships can 
follow to the source of immediate 
supply, and assure a high quality 
of product by sharp-freezing at 
point of catching. Further, mother- 
ships are useful in exploration and 
uncovering new shrimp beds

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Research Seeks Scientific Facts For 
Perpetuation of Shrimp Resource 


EXICO’S Pacific Shrimp fish- 
M ery is slowly groping toward 

scientific knowledge of the 
shrimp life cycle and other biologi- 
cal data which must finally be 
learned before the fishery is on a 
firm footing as to safe annual catch, 
based on the doctrine of sustained 
yield and conservation under the 
principle of wise use 

With new shrimp areas being dis- 
covered and given to the trawl, the 
1949-50 season’s yield of 21,000,000 
Ibs. cannot be considered a yard- 
stick by which to measure succeed- 
ing seasons. No one, including the 
scientists, now can estimate what 
the fishery can produce and yet con- 
tinue to sustain itself. 

Finally to produce the scientific 
information so vital to continuing 
prosperity, the industry has the In- 
stituto de Pesca del Pacific, of which 
Hector Ferreira is president and 
Rene Nunez, director. Guillermo 
Veyro is administrative manager. 

The Institute, properly financed to 
assure a long-range research pro- 
gram, has been working in coopera- 
tion with Milton Lindner, head of 
the U. S. Fishery Mission to Mexico, 
in a series of tagging and research 
cruises with the vessel 
Sharona. It will be several years 
before Director Nunez and his staf 
have sufficient

B. C. Albacore Catch 
Closely Parallels 1949 


With more than 75 British Colum- 
bia boats engaged in the fishery

Most of the deliveries were made 
to Victoria to save the longer run 
through the Straits of Georgia to 
Vancouver, and at August 8 the Al- 
bacore landings there totalled 370,- 
000 pounds, representing the result 
of about two weeks’ fishing 

At Victoria, the price paid to fish- 
ermen was $350 a ton; in Vancouver 
$400 to compensate for the additional 
mileage. A few deliveries brought a 
higher price at the Island port, the 
general average being higher than 
last season. Victoria and Vancouver 
landings probably aggregated 500,- 
000 pounds for the first two weeks’ 
fishing, compared with the _ total 
eatch of about 2,200,000 tons last 
year.

August Run of Prince William 


Herring Shows After 7 Years 


Herring fishing on Prince William 
Sound held up well this summer 
for the first time in at least seven 
seasons, and brought a lot of lift to 
the spirits of the fishermen and op- 


erators here 

Although some boats pulled out 
for California at the end of the first 
week in August, fair fishing con- 
tinued well past that date, and on 
Aug. 12 at least was rated as 
“heavy.” 

The fish oiled better than those 
of Kodiak Island area, but not as 
high as Prince Williams of some 
past years. As a matter of fact, some 
operators inclined to the belief that 
the current catch of herring were 
not typical P.W.S. fish, and might 
possibly represent a shift in that 
fishery which would bring back the 
fall fishing of former years

This was the 
first season in which he went so far 
afield as Mexican waters. He had

Tests Electronic Gear 

It's even census taking time for 
Mr. and Mrs. California Sardine and 
all the little Sardines. Like all other 
Americans, they are undergoing a 
census with personal facts listed as 
to their occupation, sex, age, habits 
and combined economic worth 

Their private lives will be probed 
for answers to questions as to W hat 
they are eating, their association 
with other fishes; food selectivity 
study, and other questions 

This is some of the work being 
done aboard the State’s marine ves- 
sel Yellowfin, off the Coast of Cali- 
fornia, and in the marine fisheries 
laboratory of the Division of Fish 
& Game. Beside pencil and paper 
this highly specialized type of census 
requires such devices as_ radar 
bathythermograph, sonar, recording 
depth instruments, technical fish- 
ing gear and trained personnel 

California’s sardines will be 
checked every year. Beside the Di 
vision of Fish & Game, three other 
agencies, the California Academy of 
Sciences, Scripps Institution of 
Oceanography and the U. S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service, which form the 
technical agencies of the California 
Marine Research Committee, are 
looking into the private life of the 
Sardine family 

The committee’s objective is to 
obtain enough scientific facts to 
make possible an estimate of the 
year-crop of sardines two years in 
advance. This estimate will allow a 
wise policy of harvest regulations 

Supported by legislative funds and 
sardine industry taxes the California 
Division of Fish & Game is working 
on investigation of the fishes which 
compete with sardines for food; de- 
termination of survival of young 
sardines; and assessment of numbers
